Tempo A 
Bit Slow 


The town’s election campaign 
is off to a slow start on this first 
full week of the new year but is 
expected to pick up tempo, par- 
ticularly in the races for school 
committee as the days progress 
toward the Jan: 27 filing 
deadline. 

- As of Wednesday there were 
only single candidates for the 
vacancies on the board of 
selectmen and full term on the 
school committee, with 
Kenneth G. Barnhill of Wolcott 
Avenue having obtained 
nomination papers for the three 
year term on the board of 
selectmen and Gary C. Town- 
send, 11 Crescent Drive, taking 
out papers for the three year 
term on the school committee. 

Town Clerk Elden R. Salter 
notes that there will be two 
seperate races for school com- 
mittee on the ballot in March. 

One will be for the three year 
term being vacated by William 
L. Lane, who will not seek re- 
election. The other race will be 
for a one year term to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of John G. Wragg. 

As for the selectman race, 


there is a single seat open this’ 


year. Selectman Alan F. 
French has announced that he 
will no seek re-election to 
another three year term. 

Other items on the March 3 
ballot will be the one year term 
for moderator, the question of 
allowing beano in Andover and 
also contemplated is a referen- 
da item on the town’s central 
business district. 

Candidates must file with the 
town clerk by 5 p.m., Jan. 27, 
nomination papers containing 
the signatures of 99 registered 
voters, in order to be on the 
ballot. 


Traffic

Selectmen To Determine 


Finance 


Did an Andover town meeting 
actually approve the creation of 
an Industrial Development 
Financing Authority? 

That is the question the 
selectmen are attempting to 
determine this week in 
response to a specifiy request 
for funding and also in response 
to the town’s industrial develop- 
ment commission who would 
like to have such a tool in carry- 
ing out its work. 

A town meeting at one time 
did approve creatiom of an 
authority through which

municipalities. may provide 
financing for industrial expan- 
sion and construction. But there 
is a question as to whether that 
article contained the proper 
verbiage to conform to the state 
law which allows towns and 
cities to have such agencies. 

Roger Jewett of the state 
department off commerce and 
development, appeared before 
the selectmen Monday night to 
explain the workings of setting 
up such an authority and its 
scope of operations. 

Jewett also explained that the 


GSF Corporation, manufac- 
turer of foam products in 
Lowell Junction, has signified 
intent to apply for such finan- 
cing to expand its Andover 
operation. 

The authority examines the 
need for financing and the 
proposed plans of a new or pre- 
sent industrial tenant. The 
funds are then provided through 
bonds, which do not effect the 
town’s financial status, accor- 
ding to Jewett. The actual

Chairman Francis Griggs led 
off Tuesday’s session by calling 
for a ‘‘frugal’’ budget. The com- 
mittee had earlier set a $2,091,- 
329 ceiling on °75-’76 expenses, 
and $7,438,000 on salaries, or a 
tax rate of $33 for the schools. 

This year’s expenses are set 
at $8,198,200, for a tax rate of 
$30.20. 

Tuesday Griggs said that par- 
ticularly with the state of the 
economy this year, ‘“‘we don’t 
want to burden taxpayers un- 
necessarily, while still 
providing quality education for 
their children.”’ 

He said there would be no in- 
creases in the teaching or sup- 
port staffs, and that new needs 
would be met through realloca- 
tion of funds, not additional 
ones. 

He said he hoped to end up 
‘significantly below’’ $33 on the 
tax rate. 

Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert added that he wanted to 
look at the expense budget in 
‘totality,’ without getting to 
the ‘‘paper clip stage.”’

ing to take place in 1975 is 
almost impossible,” he went 
on,° ‘particularly because of 
Chapter 766 and programatic 
changes.” 

Griggs added that he hoped 
the committee would be 
agreeable to reallocating funds 
later on should needs change, 
but Committeeman George 
Olesen disagreed. 

‘Good management takes a 
hard line,’’ Olesen said. ‘We 
owe it to the townspeople to 
make some hard decisions and 
stick by them. 

Seifert also said he con- 
sidered next year’s a 
‘“‘maintenance budget.”’ 

“We are not advocating any 
new programs,”’’ he said, adding 
that they might, however, try to 
beef up some old ones.

The 
largest increase, $6,000 in 
‘miscellaneous expenses,’’ was 
due, Seifert said, to policy 
changes the committee made 
last year which had not been 
budgeted for. 

Those policy changes

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‘29 New Jobs Will

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Andover will have potentially 
29 new positions to fill through 


federal funds provided to 
relieve ynemployment 
problems. 


Very few, if any, however, 
will be included in the town’s 
general operating budget for 
continuance beyond the federal 
funding, the selectmen were in- 
formed by Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin Monday night. 

The town has been given $94,- 
799 under the CETA funds, 
which are to be used explicitly 
for providing employment for 
such as Vietnam veterans, per- 
sons whose unemployment 
benefits have expired, minority 
groups, and the like. 

Austin explained that such 
positions as a purchasing agent, 
clerical help, custodial help, ad- 
ministrative secretary, 
engineering survey crews, were 
among the positions con- 
templated. 

There are also to be some 
painters placed on the payroll 
through the federal funding. 

in response to selectmen’s 
questioning, Austin said that 
the persons put to work will 
provide valuable service to the 
town, but will not be included in 
general budgeting, with the ex- 
ception possibly of a purchasing 
agent, and secretarial aid for 
the library. 

Being specific, the manager 
informed the selectmen that he 
felt the town had an obligation 
to relieve unemployment 
problems through the federal 
funding and that there would be 
useful service performed. 

In the area of engineering, 
survey crews could accelerate 
the town’s annual drainage im- 
provement program. 

Painters could be put to good 
use working at the pumping sta- 
tion and also in the schools, thus 
possibly saving the town some 
money in these areas. 

As for budget relief - - using 
the funds to pay for already es- 


tablished positions - - the

tisements for a new associate 
superintendent, expenses for in- 
terviewing assistant 
superintendent candidates, and 
the like. 

Business Manager Ed Weil 
said he simply doubled that 
figure to $6,000 for the new 
budget. 

The committee, however, cut 
that in half and left $3,000 in the 
miscellaneous account for the 
first go-around. 

They also cut $600 from out- 
of-state travel, 

Put on ‘‘hold’’ for the first 
pass were $1,500 for school 
committee consultant and $5,- 
000 for the school committee 
counsel. 


The committee also cut $2,000 
from $4,300 in requests for 
public relations by killing ‘‘Our 
Schools”’ entirely. 

Last year they cut back the 
booklets, which were mailed to 
taxpayers six times a year, to 
two issues. 

This year ‘‘Our Schools’’ has 
not so far appeared at all. 
Griggs said that in the past it 
sometimes appeared at odd 
times and irregular intervals. 
He preferred, he said, to con- 
centrate on other com- 
municative efforts, particularly 
the new Parent Handbook 
which was published this 
summer at a cost of nearly $3,- 
000. 

The committee allocated 
about $1,000 for future 
revisions. 
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The question on school com- 
mittee legal counsel was one of 
where it should be placed on the 
budget, not if it should be cut 
entirely. 

it now appears in a special 
category all its own, but Olesen 
suggested it be slotted 
elsewhere, perhaps under 
‘‘school committee con- 
sultant. : 

Other committeemen, 
however, said that would be 
like ‘hiding’ the money. 

Olesen had also suggested the 
committee cut $4,000 for 
professional negotiators claim- 
ing the committee could do 
their own negotiating, even if 
other groups had professionals, 
but he was outvoted.

manufacturer and the bonding 
company. 

Advantage is that an industry 
can obtain funds at a lower in- 
terest rate through such a 
procedure. The firm would still 
pay all taxes as any other in- 
dustrial tenant in the communi- 
ty. 

John DiOrio of the town’s in- 
dustrial development commis- 
sion, summarizing the 
usefulness of such an authority, 
said that it is a good deal for a 
manufacturer in a tough money 
market. As for risk involved, 
DiOrio said that before a firm 
comes to the town, either to the 
authority or to the selectmen, 
he would be pretty generally 
assured of being able to obtain 


’ bonds. 
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The risk is borne by the bon- 
ding firm, he said, thus any 
application would have sound 
financial practice behind it. 

DeOrio more or less summed 
up the feeling of the commis- 
sion when he said that it was his 
feeling that if such an authority 
was, in fact, created by town 
meeting, then it should be ap- 
pointed. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg 
of the selectmen, said that the 
board was not interested in 
creating another town agency, 
just for the sake of having it on 
the books. 

He felt there had not been a 
need for such an agency up to 
now. 

As for whether the agency 
was actually created by a prior 
town meeting vote, would be 
checked by town counsel and 
the town manager, according to 
Greenberg. 

Chariman Herbert Oshan of. 
the industrial development 
commission, said it was the 
consensus of his group that such 
an agency would be helpful in 
its work. 

DiOrio said it could possibly 
aid in development of small, 


- solid industries for Andover, as 


well as possibly assist some 
firms already here, who might 
wish to expand. 

While he felt it was not a ma- 
jor priority item, DiOrio 
suggested that if it was found 
that the article approved 
previously was not in order, 
then it should be placed before 
the voters again at this year’s 
town meeting. 

It is a tool which can give the 
commission flexibility, was the 
consensus. 

Chairman Greenberg in- 
formed the industrial com- 
mittee members that it was his 
opinion that his board would not 
appoint such an agency if they 
did not feel it was needed. 

But, Greenberg said the 
board would look into the vote 
taken at a prior town meeting 
to determine the legality of 
authorizing such a board and 
report back, possibly as early 
as this coming Monday night.

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Editorial Coniment 
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In ‘Training’ 

While some may question a statement here that we 
really have nothing against continued train service to 
Andover, let us initially emphasize the fact that our 
principal objection is to the management of the agency 
providing the service. 

Likewise, our position is one of protection of the 
public against being pawns in a game in which tax- 
payers wind up in a difficult squeeze. 

Such would appear to be the case as evidenced by re- 
cent communications between MBTA officials which 
provide the commuter service and trustees of the 
property of the B and M Corporation debtor in 
reorganization. 

Recently the MBTA reported that it could no longer 
handle the commuter rail service due to continuing 
deficits and a lack of return on its investment. 

It offered to buy the B. and M. lines*for $26 million, 
and failing that would instead withdraw from com- 
muter rail service and introduce buses to those areas 
now served by rail. 

In response, the B. and M. trustees in a letter dated 
Dec. 23, state that the MBTA ‘‘has never made an in- 
vestment in the B. and M. lines and the amounts paid to 
the railroad have been paid on an ‘“‘unavoidable cost’’ 
basis to reimburse the railroad for its operating losses 
in continuing commuter rail service. 

The reorganization trustees claim they have con- 
tinued the rail service which has produced no return 
whatsoever in the railroad’s invested.capital. 

The trustees also take issue with the MBTA claim of 


ficials, state they have not as yet received the money, 


and also point out that the funds are only a fair share of 
proper maintenance of the commuter lines. 

As for the cost of purchasing the railroad, which the 
MBTA proposed at a cost of $26 million, the trustees 
note that their appraisers have set a property value of 
$66.5 million net salvage value as of Dec. 31, 1973, 
without placing any value on the 84 Budd Cars. 

With the Budd Cars included, the B. and M. officials 
contend the value of its properties within the Route 495 
periphery is $92 million. 

With such communications going between the B. and 
M. and the MBTA officials, is it any wonder, that the 
average person is confused and perplexed by the com- 
muter train operation. 

What makes matters even more confusing and dif- 
ficult to assess is the fact that MBTA has said that a 
decision must be made in March on its offer to purchase 
the railroad preperty. 

Another decision is due in a New England community 
in March - - Andover - - on the continuance of train ser- 
vice. That decision is guided by what is termed pure 
democracy - - in town meeting. 

With such million dollar differences of opinion at the 
top in the agencies providing the service, is it any 
wonder that interested local taxpayers are wary of 
offering up a few thousand? 


Common Sense 


Somewhere in the distant past apparently, people lost 
a particular quality often referred to as common sense. 

The loss is best exemplified in periods of inclement 
weather, such as on Tuesday when a substantial snow- 
fall hit the area. 

Weather forecasting in this section of the country, is a

We can sympathize somewhat with superintendents 
of schools under such circumstances and wonder aloud 
if such criticism does not warranta belief that the public 
schools often are looked upon primarily as publicly sup- 
ported baby sitting systems. 


The key decision to be made under such storm con- 
ditions can easily be made at home. Using a little com- 
mon sense, if a parent feels the conditions warrant, the 
child should be kept at home. 


As for the municipal crews, we feel they do the best — 


job they can. 


They are attacking storm conditions as early as possi- 
ble and taking into consideration traffic conditions, get 
the roads open and passable quickly. 

But there are motorists who proceed on the highway 
with no snow tires or winter equipment, get stuck, tie 
up traffic and impede snow removal operations.

Pops Orchestras, most recently 
as soloist in the latter orchestra’s 
first Carnegie Hall concert, 
which took place last October. 
The Boston Boy Choir, which 
appears on the orchestra’s 
recently issued recording of 
Berlioz’ ‘‘Dammnation of Faust,”’ 
has performed on many oc- 
casions with the Boston 
Symphony. 

The program begins with four 
of Dvorak’s ‘‘Legends,’’ Op, 59, a 
set of ten character pieces 
which, like the same composer’s 
popular ‘‘Slavonic Dances,’’ 
were originally conceived as 
piano duets. The orchestra last 
performed music from this little 
known work in 1902, when 
Wilhelm Gericke conducted five 
numbers from the set. Though 
often performed as a piano solo, 
Chopin’s ‘‘Andante spianato and 
Grande Polonaise’ is seldom 
given in its original piano- 
orchestra version. Miss Vered’s 
performance of this virtuoso 
showpiece marks the first time 
since 1882 that the work has 
appeared on a Boston Symphony 
program. 

Liszt’s concerto-like arrange- 
ment of Schubert’s ‘‘Wanderer’”’ 
Fantasy is likewise an unusual 
concert item, one that presents 
an interesting confrontation 
between a composer who bridged 
the classical and romantic eras 
and a later composer who 
represented the romantic move- 
ment at its peak. Wagner’s. 
‘Siegfried Idyll’’ and ‘‘Children’s 
Catechism”’ were both written as 
birthday tributes to the com- 
poser’s wife, Cosima.
